must be characterized as one of 
the most important in our history 
by virtue of the duty which it im- 
poses upon us of insuring that the 
lessons of the great war are not 
lost, but that they are perpetuated 
in enduring formes of organization 
and continuing policy. 

While outlining fully the extraor- 
dinary steps taken by the de- 
partment to reduce expenditures 
and renewing pledges to keep a 
firm hand on the purse strings fn 
all that ie done, Mr. Weeks points 
out the places where in his opinion 
too great a limitation upon appro- 
priations will strike down the ma- 
chinery of self-defense that has 
been devised and make lessons of 
the war valueless to generations to 
come, 

INSTRUCTORS NEEDED. 

Step by step, he tells how the 
new Army—the Regulars, the Na- 
tional Guard and the organized re- 
serve—has been brought into be- 
ing. The “major function” of the 
regular Army, he says, is to pro- 
vide corps of trained instructors 
in order that the reserve ele- 
ments of the force, shall not be 
‘subjected to the excessive dangers 
that confront raw troops” if called 
for a war emergency. 

For this purpose it was essen- 
tial, Mr. Weeks says, that the Reg- 


ular Army have a large surplus of/| 


officers to do this training of re- 
serve personnel. He adds that even 
i¢ the regular Army “is maintained 
at its present dangerously low 
strength,”” with many officers re- 
leased for training work by con- 
solidation of units “the present 
commissioned strength will be in- 
sufficient to fulfill the functions re- 
quired by our national dJefense 
policy when that policy attains its 
realization through occeptance of 
military training by the American 
people” 


“As we decrease the size of our 
standing Army,” the Secretary as- 
serta, “we should increase the ac- 
tivity of our instructional work 
among citizens. We cannot. af- 
ford to let the numbers of our 
regular officers decline. Neither can 
we afford to permit their quality 
to be lowered.” 

Declaring that at present the na- 
tion can obtain from the Militare 
Academy approximately only one- 
third of requirements for the peace- 
time organization of the Army, Mr. 
Weeks expresses the belief “that 
the question of the advisability of 
doubling the capacity of this in- 
stitution in the near future should 
be given consideration.” 

Asserting that there “is no longer 
a doubt’ that graduates of the Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps ma-‘ 
chinery will constitute the main 
source of supply for reserve officer 
material needed to fill out the 
skeleton organization, Mr. Weeks 
eays the appropriations now 
available for the summer training 
camps for such officers limit the 
work to a total of 11,085. 

“T earnestly hope,” he adda, 
“that the authorization for the fol- 
lowing. years will be increased to

|here in 1881 as editor of the new- 
| born Times. The initial venture 
was short lived, Harrison Gray

proprietorship that developed 
/& metropolitan journal. After the 
sale of The Times to Gen. Otis 
Mr. Cole went to Denver. and 
then back to St. Louis. where he 
went into business with his fa- 
ther. However. he soon returned 
to Los Angeles and remained here. 

Mr. Cole wag a police commis- 
‘sioner under Mayor Harper. Al- 
though originally a Republican, and 
\son of a Republican. Mr. Cole «n- 
tered the Democratic party and for 
several years was one of the local 
leaders. He was Democratic com- 
mitteeman in the campaign that 
resulted tn Woodrow Wilson's first 
term. He was an early member of 
the Jonathan Club and a member 
of the Sons of the Revolution.

The girl was employed in a cafe

“From there we went by easy 
stages to New York City. We still 
posed as a married couple. I got 
work in a garage and she in a cafe. 
On the night of August 11 we went 
for an automobile ride with an ex- 
convict known to me as T. 
James, alias F. T. Knave. Leona 
and I were in the back seat and 
were quarreling. She threatened 
to turn me over to the police for 
a violation of the Mann Act.

One hundred years ago, in 1821, Don 
Agustin de Iturbide threw off the yoke of 
Spain and, at the head of a victorious army, 
established the independence of Mexico, 
creating a separate empire and becoming 
himself Emperor Agustin I. 

Thus California, as one of the possessions 


of the Spanish crown, passed under the ju- 


risdiction of Mexico—a regime which was 
to continue for twenty-five years—from 
Gov. Pablo Vicente de Sola to Pio Pico. 

The rule of Spain had lasted only fifty- 
two years—from 1769 to 1821; yet it left 
upon California am impress that will last 
forever. 

There must have been something funda- 
mentally virile and strong in the Spanish 
standards of life which, planted by a hand- 
ful of people during this brief period, should 
influence the lives of the crowded cities 
that were to be planted long afterward. 

Los Angeles is made up of people from 
every walk of life and from every quarter 
of the globe. From Canton to Liverpool, 
from Capetown to Stockholm—not a nation 
nor a people but has contributed a quota 
to the population of this city. Yet it is the 
old Spanish occupation to which we look 
beck with conscious affection and desire, 


In the hodgepodge of conglomerated archt- 
tecture it is the Spanish architecture which 
stands out preeminent. Of late years this 
tendency has strengthened. Since the les 
sons taught by the San Diego exposition 
architects of Los Angeles have sidestepped 
the mission architecture which was a popu- 
lar rage some years ago and have gone 
straight back to the pure architecture of 
old Spain. 

There are examples to show the 
tenacity of the Spanish ideals and ideas. — 

Up in the San Jacinto Mountains there 
are tribes of Indians who néver heard of 
Spain, but whose tongue is Spanish, taught 
to their forefathers by the padres of the 
missions. These Indians come in daily con. 
tact with Americans; they frequently work 
for Americans; buy their provisions at 
American stores; yet speak the Spanish 
that their forebears learned in the long ago.

Bolling water also kills the 
bugs and their eggs. but this stains 
furniture and cannot be applied 
to walls and mattresses as gasoline 
ean (gasoline evaporates quickly.) 
A mixture of one ounce of corro- 
sive sublimate, one pint of alcoho! 
and one-fourth pint of spirits of 
terpentine (have your druggist 
make it up for you) ts another 
fluid that will kill them, though 
care must be exerted in using this 
as it is a deadly poison.

DENIES INTENT TO 
DESTROY LANDMARK. 


PARK BOARD HOTLY REFUTES 
STATEMENTS IN NATIVE 
SONS’ RESOLUTION. 


The Board of Park Commission- 
ers yesterday forwarded a com- 
munication to the City Council re- 
plying to a resolution adopted by 
Ramona Parlor No. 109. Native 
Sons of the Golden West, in refer- 
ence to the disnosition of two adobe 
houses in Griffith Park. The park 
commissioners deny the accuracy 
of statements contained in the Na- 
tive Sons’ resolution, declaring that 
many of the assertions are “false 
and a libel on the park commis- 
sion.” and calling for legislation 
to “prevent further unwarranted 
assaults upon public officials, such 
as in this instance.” 

The park board communication 


declares that the board had no in- 


tention of destroying the smaller 
of the two old houses in question, 
which is known as the Anton Feliz 


|house and was built in 1850 by 


Jose Paco. The Baldwin house, 
the other structure, the park com- 
missioners state, is not, strictly 
speaking, an adobe house. as the 
first story was built of masonrv. 

This house was built in 18290, 
and. the commissioners say, is nor 
a historic landmark and therefore 
it can see no real reason for its 
not being removed to make way 
for extensions to -the municipal 
golf course. 

The commissior asks the Coun- 
cil to appropriate $3500 to restore 
the smaller of the two houses so 
it may be preserved.

COUNCIL URGED. 


City Planners Haste 
in Plaza Project Links. 


Want Bridges 7 Over River at 
Three Main Streets. 


Rail Board's "Decision Told 
Exclusively in “Times.” 


Urging the necessity of bufld- 
ing a series of viaducts at the ear- 
liest possible date and in con- 
formity with the reaffirmed recom- 
‘mendations of the State Railroad 


Commission in its order of yester- 
day, the City Planning Commis- 
sion during the afternoon asked 
the City Counci) to hasten the 
building of viaducts over the Los 
Angeles River at Macy, First and 
Seventh streets. 

This work, which will be a part 
of the big Plaza union passenger 
termina! project, will be done joint- 
ly by the city, county, State and 
railroads. The City Planning Com- 
mission asks that the Board of 
Public Utilities estimate the cost 
and allocate the proportion to be 
paid by each participant. 

It has been pointed out to the 
City Council that viaducts are seri- 
ously needed because 200,000 per- 
sons cross the river each day at 
the places in question. The gates 
are said to be closed one-fifth of 
the daylight hours, and the First- 
street viaduct. according to the 
City Planning Commission, is a 
menace to public safety. 

As exclusively told in The Times 
yesterday morning, the railroad 
commission reaffirmed its decision 
of April 26 in which it ordered 
three local steam railroads to pro- 
ceed with the construction of a 
terminal at the Plaza. It amerided 
the order in some particulars, but 
fixed a definite date for the com- 
pletion of the improvement. The 
Pacific Electric was taken’ clear 
out of the case. 

TWO IMPORTANT POINTS. 


The new order embodies two im- 
portant points. It admits that in 
the original order there was not 
sufficient justification for tncluding 
the interurban line in the Plaza 
terminal project; it also sets 
aside its order concerning the se- 


terminal.

posed improvement. 

It states specifically that it has 
full jurisdiction in the matter of 
ordering such a terminal built and 
instructs the railroads, namely

STORY OF CRIME.
